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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Upon further consideration of communication filed on 2/1/01, the final rejection is hereby 
withdrawn. Also, the some arguments made in said communication are considered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

L Claims 22 and 23, drawn to a computerized system including a computer, a 
device and a keyboard, classified in class 361, subclass 686. 

11. Claims 24-28, drawn to a device including a touch screen, a controller and a 
connector, classified in class 345, subclass 173. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and 11 are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are restricted becatuse the device of group II including a touch screen having at least 
one virtual key, a controller, a connector and a computer peripheral and the system of group I 
including a computer having at least a processor, a memory and a first wireless transceiver, a 
device having a second wireless transceiver and a keyboard having a plurality of keys, a 
communication link and a connection. The claims of group II does not need the limitations of 
the system specifically the keyboard and the wireless transceiver of the claims of group I. 
Similarly, the system of claims of group I does not need the Umitations of the device of group II, 
specifically the touch screen having the at least one virtual key, the controller, the connector and 
the computer peripheral, which is any peripheral device (For example: mouse, joystisk, printer, 
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scanner and etc.). Therefore, it is submitted the device of group 11 and the system of group I are 
different inventions. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

8. A telephone call was made to Rodney L. Lacy on 4/5/01 to request an oral election to the 
above restriction requirement, but did not resuU in an election being made.
